Herr Stresemann declared that 
the German government is in full 
sympathy with the second com- 
mittee, which will investigate the 
German resources and fortunes 
abroad, but expressed doubt that 
the foreign banks and companies 
would be willing to reveal. their 
cients’ secrets, even with the 
strongest pressure. 

But Herr Stresemann pointed 
out that Germany's greatest re- 
sources lay in the Rhineland and 
Ruhr. which are dominated by 
French and Belgian troops, and 
that German efficiency and capacity 
to pay cannot be established until 
there is a definite agreement which 
permits a resumption of the capac- 
ity of production there. 

The industrialists’ negotiations 
with the French in the Ruhr’ are 
purely local, and the French must 
understand that the political ques- 
tions involved in the settlement 
can only be solved when the 
French are ready to deal with the 
German government direct, said 
the foreign Minister. Until now 
the French have refused to enter- 
tain appeals in this direction.

a tish poet‘on the death of a wealthy 
miker: “And all that he held in his cold, 
dead hands was what he had given away.” 

Charity is the spirit of giving, of service. 
It ig' casting bread upon the troubled wa- 
ters of life, sometimes by one standing on 
the bank to those that are struggling out 
in the stream, sometimes by one himself in 
the flood dividing his scanty substance with 
one who has nothing. It is not measfired 

by the amount contributed, but by the spirit 
| of the giver. It is an attempt of noble 
minded men and women to equalize in part 
| the inevitable inequality of nature, of Life. 

In modern society there are inequalities 
that cannot be evaded by government regu- 
lation. fh the most prosperous communi- 
fles there are always naked ones to be 
clothed and hungry ones to be fed. Equality 
of opportunity.is not possible while human 
beings are born with unequal endowments. 

Children are born into the world without 
their consent of parents who are not ca- 
pable of providing them with the raiment 
and nourishment necessary for them to de- 
velop into normal, healthy human beings.

ORIENTAL EXCURSION 
COMPOSER LEADS NOVELTY 
AT PHILHARMONIC 


By Edwin Schallert 
‘The harmony of sweet sound” 
gave way to a new sort of har- 
mony that was religiously 
sonorous nor rigidly confined even 
to familiar musical instruments, 


yesterday afternoon at Philbar- 
monic Auditorium. A_ series of 
“Oriental. Impressions” were 


played by the Philharmonic Or- 
chestra as the principal novelty 
of an exceedingly varied progrem, 
and one that offered niuch to in- 
terest the audience in the presence 
of Sophie Brasiau as the soloist, 
and the general character of the 


renditions. 
“Oriental Impressions” was 
composed by Henry Hichheim, or 


more properly it might be said the 
impressions were collected by him, 
because in a sense they are still 
raw materia) that has simply been 
adapted to the requirements of a 
symphonic orchestra. Mr. LEich- 
heim hase even added to that or- 
chestra, as conventionally consid- 
ered, a piano, antique  cymoals, 
tum-tame, marimbas and other 
comparatively strange sources of 
sound. He himself directed the Im- 
pressions and imbued them with 
the flavor of an individuality.

There were five 
altogether, including a Korean 
sketch, a Japanese nocturne and a 
sketch.

lappeared about as hard. for in- 
stance, to discern the differences 
between the Korean and the Japa- 
nese as, to the Occidental, it prob- 
ably is in real life. 

Miss Braslau evidenced the rich- 
ness of er \centralto voice tn ihe 
two numbers that she eang, the 
long and taxing “Ah!
